HANEY The forest indus- 
try has finally got around to 
trying out a planting tech- 
nique which the commercial 
florist has been using for half 

a century.

‘And the forest industry this

“ ynique tree-planting gun in- 


vented. by John Walters, 
director of the UBC's Re- 
search Forest at Haney. 

This..year 130,000 conifer 
seedlings will be planted on 
Vancouver Island. 

Mr. Walters-is pleased with 
the plans, not simply because 
his gun has

forward in planting methods. 


“There has been no change 
in planting. techniques for a 
hundred years,” Mr, Walters 
said. “The mattock has been 
used for 50 or 60 years and 
it's quite probable that there's 
a piewre of a peasant using a 
mattock on -the walls of King 
Tut's tomb.”” 

“The mattock is a pick-like

There's a split in the side 
and a hole at the base which 
weakens them and lets the 
growing roots shatter the 
plastic and spread out into the 
surrounding soil. 

His gun, which resembles a 
compressed air jack hammer, 
wasn't accepted at first. He 
used it to plant seedlings in 
1957 but the skeptics wouldn't 
believe ‘that .the .roots of a 
seedling could break the plas- 
tic. Disappointed, Mr Walters 
threw the flourishing t° 
out, 

His ideas are accepted now 
and it's high time, he feels,

“Not only are our houses bad,” said Chief Williams, a burly 
42-year-old who is also-a well-known local sportsman, “but their 
arrangement isn’t. sensible either.” 

The; chiet said that with houses all over the 600-acre property, 
adequate fire protection, paved access roads, sewers and even 
good community relations aren't feasible. 

The new development brings the hand closer together,

The houses and services are being financed by band 
funds and an appropriation from the federal department of 
Indian Affairs. 

Individual tenants can pay off their share on a band 
mortgage scheme, also a ‘‘first” for Indian-reserves.

“This is the first development of its kind in B.C, as far as I 
know, “says Indian Affairs officer Noe] Bayliss. 
“Other bands up-island ‘have .similar, ambitions but they 
haven't broken ground yet,” he said. 
Mr, Bayliss said the whole concept —' the subdivision idea, 
the financing, and ‘the internal impetus | — is “revolutionary”. 
“Dor deserves great credit for this,” said Mr. Bayliss. “He 
caine up with the facts and figures and justified the need to the 
authorities.” 
Chief Williams is thinking beyond the rehousing scheme to 
more fundamental problems of Cole Bay.
